The  executive  committee  of  N.S.C.A.  has  been  active  since  the 
fall  convention. 

Your  president,  has  visited  the  states  of  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa, 
Kentucky,  Missouri,  Ohio  and  West  Virginia  during  the  last  two 
months  while  hunting  for  lamps, scrip,  and  an  occasional  deer 
along  the  way. 

I  visited  an  interesting  museum  in  Novinger,  Missouri.  This  was 
an  old  coal  mining  town  and  the  local  historians  have  a  coal 
festival  each  year.  The  museum,  open  by  appointment  only  this 
time  of  year,  has  a  mining  section  dedicated  primarily  to  the 
mines  in  the  area.  Other  than  some,  area  local  U.M.W.A.  ribbons 
and  mine  I.D.  checks,  no  rare  lamps  were  on  display.  The  elderly 
woman,  whose  name  now  escapes  me,  and  the  local  antique  shop  were 
unable  to  verify  if  any  local  mines  had  used  scrip.  No  examples 
of  scrip  or  explosive  control  tokens  from  the  area  were  on 
display. 

While  passing  through  Iowa,  we  passed  through  the  town  of 
Ottumwa,  known  by  lamp  collectors  as  one  of  the  Hardsog 
Manufacturing  locations  for  oil  wick  cap  lamps.  Unfortunately, 
due  to  the  time  of  the  day  and  other  scheduling  conflicts,  I  was 
unable  to  conduct  and  research  in  the  area. 

The  only  mining  memorabilia  I  was  able  to  find  during  my  travels 
was  a  round  Gold  Metal  100  capacity  tin  for  "primers" ,  vjhich  I 
found  in  western  Illinois. 

The  limited  edition  Commemorative  Gold  Medallion  proved  to  be  a 
rare  collectible  with  orders  received  for  only  10.  They  should  be 
arriving  by  Christmas  if  not  delayed  by  the  holiday  rush.

ARTICLE  I. 

NAMEj.  The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  the  NATIONAL 
SCRIP  COLLECTORS  ASSOCIATION,  INC.,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  “NSCA". 

;  ARTICLE  U 

MEMBERSHIP: 


A.  QUALIFICATIONS: 


Membership  in  the  NSCA  shall  be  available  to  any  and  all 
honest  and  reputable  persons  interested  in  collecting  tokens 
from  coal,  lumber,  manufacturing,  other  industries,  and 
related  memorabilia  and  paraphernal i a ,  or  in  conducting 
historical  or  scientific  research  and  education  with  regard 
thereto,  and  membership  shall  not  be  denied  to  any  person  on 
account  of  race,  national  origin,  sex,  or  physical  handicap 
or  di sabi 1 i ty . 


B.  CLASSIFICATIONS: 


( 1  )  Chart  er .

Members  of  NSCA. 


All  members  who

joined  the  organization  on 
be  recognized  as  Charter 


(2)  Junior.  Those  members  of  the  organization  who  have 
not  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  shall  be  recognized  as 
Junior  Members  of  NSCA. 


(3)  Regular.  Those  members  of  the  organization  who 
became  members  subsequent  to  July  1,  1973,  who  are  above  the 
age  of  eighteen  (18)  years  and  who  pay  their  dues  annually 
when  due  shall  be  recognized  as  Regular  Members  of  the  NSCA. 


(4)  Life.  Those  members  of  th9  organization  who  shall 
make  a  contribution  of  twenty  (20)  times  the  regular  dues  at 
the  time  of  their  contribution  shall  be  recognized  as  Life 
Members .

(5)  Honorary  Life.  A  special  Honorary  Life  Membership 
may  be  awarded  to  any  member  in  good  standing  who  has 
displayed  dedicated  and  extraordinary  service  to  NSCA  upon 
nomination  by  the  membership  and  approved  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

C.  EXPULSION  AND  SUSPENSION:  • 

Any  member  who  shall  have  been  found  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  NSCA  Executive  Committee  to  have  engaged  in  conduct 
with  another  member  of  the  NSCA,  or  with  the  general  public, 
in  regard  to  the  sale  or  trade  of  tokens  of  coal,  lumber, 
manufacturing,  other  industries,  or  other  related  memorabilia 
and  paraphernalia,  which  would  constitute  moral  turpitude  or 
criminal  conduct  under  state  or  federal  law  shall  be  expelled 
from  membership  in  the  NSCA,  and  any  such  person  shall  be 
barred  from  reinstatement. 

Any  member  who  wishes  to  have  another  member  expul sed 
shall  prepare  a  signed,  written  sworn  statement  setting  forth 
in  appropriate  detail  what  criminal  conduct  has  occurred  and 
file  ten  (10)  copies  thereof  with  the  General  Counsel  of  the 
NSCA.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Counsel,  the  conduct 
complained  of  would  appear  to  constitute  criminal  conduct  on 
the  part  of  the  accused  member,  that  member  shall  be 
immediately  suspended  from  all  privileges  of  membership  in 
the  NSCA,  and  suspension  shall  continue  until  the  next 
Executive  Committee  shall  conduct  an  informal  hearing  to 
determine  the  accuracy  of  any  such  charges.  Any  member 
against  whom  such  charges  shall  be  brought  may  be  represented 
by  counsel  if  he  so  chooses,  and  shall-  be  afforded  the  right 
of  cross-examination  of  his  accuser,  or  any  other  person 
testifying  ir,  support  of  his  accuser.  As  soon  as  possible, 
but  no  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  hearing,  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  issue  its  decision  with  regard  to 
the  charges.  All  members  of  the  NSCA  agree,  as  a  condition 
to  membership,  to  bind  themselves  to  any  such  decision  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  III 


GOVERNANCE: 

A.  RULES.  All  proceedings  of  the  NSCA  shall  be 

conducted  in  accord  with  Roberts  Rules  of  Order. 

B.  OFFICERS.  The  officers  of  the  NSCA  shall  be  a 
President,  three  (3)  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  and  Editor,  and  a  General  Counsel.  The  officers 
shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  All  living  past 
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Pr-S’dents  of  the  NSCA  shall  serve  as  non-voting  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  All  officers  shall  be 
elected  by  a  meeting  of  the  general  membership  at  the  Spring 
meeting  in  1995  of  the  NSCA  and  shall  serve  a  term  of  two 
years.  The  President  and  Vice  Presidents  shall  be  eligible 
to  succeed  themselves  in  their  respective  offices  and  may  be 
elected  President.  The  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Editor  and 
General  Counsel  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  and  may 
also  serve  successive  terms. 

(1)  The  President  shall  be  the  chief  presiding  officer 
of  the  NSCA  and  responsible  for  the  overall  governance  of  the 
organization  and  shall  appoint  members  to  the  committees  when 
vacancies  occur. 

(2)  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  responsible  for 
assisting  the  President  in  carrying  out  his  responsibilities 
and  any  other  duties  delegated  to  them  by  the  President. 

(3)  The  Secretary  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining 
the  records  of  the  NSCA,  for  making  transcribing  and 
recording  all  minutes  of  meetings  of  the  general  membership 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  for  preserving  same  in  both 
written  and  electronic  form.  . 

(4)  The  Treasurer  shall  be  responsible  for  receiving, 
depositing,  maintaining  and  expending  the  funds  of  the  NSCA, 
in  accord  with  directives  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
general  membership.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  in  an 
amount  commensurate  with  the  total  amount  of  the  funds 
entrusted  to  his  care,  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be 
reviewed  by  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  time  of  the 
Treasurer’s  election. 

(5)  The  editor  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
publication  of  the  NSCA’s  journal,  which  shall  be  known  as

(6)  The  General  Counsel  shall  be  responsible  for 
providing  legal  counsel  and  advice  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  for  acting  as  a  parliamentarian  at  meetings  of 
the  general  memDership  and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall 
also  act  as  a  hearing  officer  to  conduct  any  proceedings 
brought  pursuant  to  Article  2,  Section  C,  seeking  the 
expulsion  of  a  member.  In  the  latter  capacity,  the  General 
Counsel  shall  be  empowered  to  administer  the  oath  to  any 
person  testifying,  and  to  assist  the  Secretary  in  preparing 
the  records  thereof,  as  well  as  the  Executive  Committee's 
decision.  The  General  Counsel,  like  all  others  officers, 
shall  serve  GRATIS,  or  without  a  fee. 
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C.  MEETINGS: 

(1)  General  Membership  Meetings.  There  shall  be 
regular  semi-annual  meetings  of  the  NSCA  general  membership 
to  be  held  during  early  May,  and  early  October  of  each  year 
at  a  location  and  at  dates  selected  by  the  President,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  during 
the  course  of  any  and  all  such  meetings,  the  general 
membership  may  address  any  and  all  concerns  presented  to  the 
members.  The  President,  or  a  majority  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  general 
membership  if  and  when  deemed  necessary  and  appropriate, 
provided  that  the  general  membership  be  given  15  days  advance 
written  notice  via  U.  S.  Mail.  A  majority  of  those  NSCA 
members  present  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  general 
membership  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  conduct  of 
business. 


D.  COMMITTEES: 


(1)  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee 

shall  be  constituted  in  accord  with  Article  3,  Section  8. 

# 

(2)  Catalog. 

(a)  Members.  The  Catalog  Committee  shall  consist 
of  five  (5)  members,  including  the  President  who.  shall 
appoint  the  other  members.  The  members  shall  be  recognized 
authorities  with  regard  to  scrip  of  coal,,  lumber,  scrip 
manufacturing,  and  other  industries.  No  member  of  the 
Catalog  Committee  shall  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  swap, 
trade,  or  otherwise  engage  in  the  sale  or  transfer  of  any 
scrip  until  after  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  said  scrip 
has  been  publicized  in  a  regular  issue  of  SCRIP  TALK. 


( b )  Out i es .  »  *  . 

(1)  Documentation.  The  first  duty  and  obligation 
of  the  Catalog  Committee  shall  be  to  document,  describe, 
authenticate  and  validate  any  new  specimen  of  scrip  as 
promptly  as  it  is  intellectually  permissible,  and  to  then  see 
that  this  information  is  as  promptly  as  possible  transmitted 
to  the  general  membership  via  the  next  appropriate  issue  of 
SCRIP  TALK  and  the  next  revision  of  EDKINfS  CATALOGUE  OF 
UNITED  STATES  COAL  COMPANY  SCRIP. 


(2)  Pu bl i cat  ion. 

(a)  Journal.  the  first  priority  of  the 
Catalog  Committee  shall  be  to  see  that  any  and  all  "new 
finds",  or  newly  described,  authenticated  and  validated 
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examples  of  coal,  lumoor,  manufacturing,  and  other 
inoustries,  as  promptly  as  is  intellectually  responsible,  and 
technically  possible,  transmitted  and  disseminated  to  the 
general  membership  via  SCRIP  TALK. 

ARTICLE  IV- 

FINANCE :  The  officers  primarily  responsible  for  NSCA’s  fiscal 
affairs  shall  be  authorized  by  Article  3,  B,  (3).  In  accord 
with  the  terms  of  Article  3,  Section  B,  (4),  the  Treasurer 
shall  be  bonded  in  accord  with  the  level  of  his 
responsibilities,  and  the  premium  for  this  fidelity  or 
fiduciary  bond  shall  be  paid  by  the  NSCA  upon  recommendation 
and  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

A.  Revenue. 

(1)  Dues.  The  revenue  of  the  organization 
shall  be  derived  primarily  from  membership  dues.  The 
officers  may  recommend  other  prospective  sources  for  approval 
by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  amount  of  dues  charged  shall 
be  reviewed  annually  by  the  Executive  Committee  which  shall 
recommend  what,  if  any,  changes  should  be  made  by  the 
membership. 

(a)  Junior  Members.  NSCA  members  who  have  not 
yet  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  shall  pay  regular  dues 
to  reimburse  the  organization  for  postage  and  other  costs 
related  to  SCRIP  TALK  and  other  fixed  costs. 

(b)  Regular  Members.  All  members  who  are 
eighteen  (18)  years  of  age,  or  older,  shall  pay  annual  dues 
sufficient  to  insure  the  continuity  and  solvency  of  the  NSCA. 

(2)  Other  Sources.  The  Executive  Committee 
shall  recommend  for  approval  a  fee  to  be  charged  at  meetings 
for  tables  for  exhibitors!  It  shall  also*  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  recommend  other 
new  and  additional  sources  of  revenue. 

B.  Depositories.  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
annually  recommend  tor  approval  a  bank,  or  banks,  and 
appropriate  accounts  to  serve  the  NSCA’s  designated  bank 
depositories.  Funds  sufficient  to  cover  NSCA’s  operational 
expenses  shall  be  deposited  in  a  federally  insured  interest 
bearing  checking  account,  and  all  other  NSCA  funds  may  be 
deposited  in  a  saving  account,  or  accounts. 

C.  Accounting.  The  Treasurer  shall  maintain  a 
simplified  ledger  of  accounts  for  all  assets  and  liabilities 
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of  the  NSCA ,  and  this  ledger  shall  be  kept  current  at  all 
times.  At  each  fall  meeting  of  the  NSCA,  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  recommend  for  approval  a  certified  public 
accountant  to  be  retained  by  the  NSCA  to  perform  a  simplified 
audit  of  Treasurer’s  accounts,  including  all  commissions 
derived  from  the  Editor’s  auctions.  The  CPA  selected  shall 
furnish  to  the  President  on  or  before  February  1,  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  NSCA.  The  results  of  said  audit  shall  be 
printed  in  the  next  edition  of  SCRIP  TALK. 

(D)  Auctions.  The  Editor  is  authorized  to  conduct 
three  (3)  separate  type  of  scrip  auctions  and  any  and  all 
commissions  derived  therefrom  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Treasurer  and  devoted  to  the  educational  and  research  efforts 
of  the  NSCA. 

(1)  Coinciding  with,  and  being  a  part  thereof,  a 
mail  auction  shall  be  conducted  in  SCRIP  TALK  and  be  for 
the  exclusive  membership  of  the  NSCA.  A  commission  of  twenty 
percent  (20%)  will  be  charged  for  all  proceeds  realized  by 
the  consignees. 

(2)  Semi-Annual  Meetings.  A  special  auction 
shall  be  conducted  for  the  membership  in  attendance  at  both 
the  Spring  and  the  Fall  meetings  of  the  NSCA,  with  terms 
established  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(3)  Estates.  As  a  privilege  attendant  to 
membership  in  the  NSCA,  the  estate  of  any  deceased  member  of 
the  organization  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  collection 
of  scrip  and  related  memorabilia  and  paraphernal i a  auctioned 
by  the  Editor  of  SCRIP  TALK  and  the  commission  to  be  realized 
by  the  auctioneer  for  these  services  shall  be  only  one-half 
(1/2)  that  charged  by  the  NSCA  for  auctions  otherwise,  it 
being  the  hope  and  intent  of  the  NSCA  that  the  reduced 
commissions  shall  be  sufficient  to  coyer  the  organization’s 
expenses  in  providing  the  service  to  its  membership.. 

ARTICLE  V 


AMENDMENTS:  ,  . 

This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any 
regular  or  called  meeting  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  approval  by  the  membership  after  being  notified 
of  the  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  given  the 
opportunity  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  decision  of  said 
Executive  Committee.
